ents From Which it ls Made 

Do you know that the ilnoleum you 
walk over each day represents pro- 
ducts from all the continents? 

We will begin with cork, which 
largely. comes from North Africa, 
Here the bark is stripped from the 
trunk, and larger branches of the cork 
tree when théy attain the age of 25 


years. 

* The cork.is conveyed from the for- 
est to the nearest’ boiling station to be 
boiled in huge vats -until the rough, 
woody part can be scraped off and the 
bark rendered pliable. It is next ship- 


pF The seed is ‘sent -to 
crushing centre, cleansed, and the oil 
extracted by means cf-crushing the 
seed -between corrugated steel roll- 
ers. Then it is filtered, tanked and 
sent to the linoleum factories. ‘ 

Burlap, which acts as a cohesive 
linoleum, is derived from jute, in 
India. Packed in bales, it is ship- 
ped to Dundee, Scotland, to be fur-
